New Prices on 
"Rationed Meats 


Washington, April 1 —(if)— 
The 


Office of Price Administration to- 
day polished up new standardized 
'retail prices for beef, veal, lamb 
and mutton, which along with ra- 
tioning, are expected by officials 
to iron out many of the kinds in 
that meat distribution machinery. 
. These price rules, which prob- 
'fcbly will be released Monday, will 
be similar to the standardized re- 
tail pork prices that go into effect 
today, although they probably will 
not be effective 
until about 
April 


15. 


•J) As 'ii the case of today's pork 
prices, the new rules on beef, veal, 
lamb -md mutton will set up two 
prices, one for small independent 
stores and 
the other for large 


independents and chains, in each of 
4l zones into which the country 
Tins been divided. The two prices 
probably will be a cent to a few 
cents apart, with the small stores 
permitted • to charge 
the 
higher 


prices because of higher relative 


/ operating costs.

Senator Butler (R - Neb. > said he 


and other Republicans planned to 
join in offering the resolution soon 
and hoped to have some 
Demo- 


crats listed as co - authors. 
An 


informal 
canvass 
indicated, 
hu 


said, "several" Democrats would 
support the measure. 


The Butler resolution is similar 


to a proposal being considered by 
Senator Wherry (R - Neb.) but dif- 
fers ,in form from a constitutional 
amendment under study by Sena- 
tor Bridges (R - NH), which would 
limit a president's tenure in office 
to ono six - year term. 


Obviously designed to counteract 


talk of a fourth term nomination 
for President Hoosevell, the Butler 
measure could be expected to have 
the solid backing of the Senate's 
i)fl Republicans, but a two - thirds 
vole by both Mouses is required to 
submit a constitutional amendment 
to the states.

"In a very real sense the de- 
cision that will be made with re- 
gai-d: lo Hie renewal of Ihe Iradc 
li'gi-orniw.ts act will' be regarded 
by people threitighoul the world us 
an acid tcsl of our future inlon- 
lions. 


"They will sec in that decision a 


clear indication as lo whether Iho 
people of the United Stales have 
determined upon a policy of inter- 
national cooperation for the future, 
or whether they will once 
more 


turn back to that road of isolation 
which leads to inevitable disaster." 


Welles said the creation of a re- 


liable and permanent peace is the 
greatest, single interest and objec- 
tive- of the nation, but voiced an 
opinion that the greatest obstacle 
to sot-cess in the project 
was de- 


featism.

Grow from Sets or Seeds

Large Onions Grown From Onion Sets, Harvested in August 


Most Victory gardens will grow 


onions, from sets or seed. Sets are 
merely dwarfed onions, grown last 
year in crowded rows which pre- 
vented them from developing nor- 
mal size. 
They are grown from 


the same seed that produces large 
onions. 


Their advantage over seed is in 


the time they take to grow to us- 
able size. They will produce green 
onions in three weeks, and mature 
onions in three months. 


From 15 to 30 pounds of large 


onions can be grown from a pound 
of onion sets which do not average 
over Ihrec-quarlcrs of an inch in 
diameter. 
To grow large onions, 


sow small sets an inch deep; and 
to grow spring or green onions, to 
be eaten before bulbs begin to form, 
sow larger sets two or three inches 
deep. 


Bermuda onion planls are started 


in Ihe southern stales, pulled up 
when as large as a lend pencil and 
shipped norlli to be planled in gar 
dens, 
green 


They should be 
when you plant 


fresh and 
Ihcm and 


should not be set out for a week or 
Lwo after your first seed crops have 
been planted. To grow mature on- 
ions, space these plants four inches 
apart, in rich soil. 


Green onions may be grown from 


seeds, sown with the first crops. It 
lakes much longer to produce either 
green or mature onions from seeds 
than from sets. Sow fairly Ihickly, 
and cover half an inch, and Ihin 
out Ihe young planls early. If you 
are growing for green onions, space 
Ihem an inch apart 
As they at- 


tain a usable size, they can be used, 
and planls may be left slanding 
four inches apart to malure. 


When Ihe onion tops grow limp 


and fall over, it is a sign that the 
bulbs are malure. 
They need not 


be pulled at once, but when they are 
harvested they should be dried sev- 
eral days in the sun and stored in a 
well ventilaled place. 


A rich soil is required to grow 


large onions from seed. A balanced 
plant food should be applied at Ihe 
rale of a pint lo 25 feet of row, 
raked well into the top soil before 
planting.
